It’s rather amusing to read in many newspapers, com- 
ments linking the tax reduction featured in last week’s budget 
with the election which is expected to take ‘place this coming 
summer. Many’ of the comments infer that the government is 
buying votes with tax reductions. Without approaching the 
problem from a “party politics angle” we fail to see how such 


a conclusion can be well-founded. Following a period of high: 


taxes such as we have just gone through, it is quite compre- 
hensible that the Liberal party lost some of it’s supporters, per- 
haps quite a few of them, as a result.

The most deetinne reductions were 
in jncome taxes which were cut by 
nearly One-third. This has been ach- 
ieved, Mt. Abbott explaihed by in- 
creasing exemptions for sin le per- 
sons from $750.00 to $1,000.00 And mar- 
ried people from $1,500.00 to $2,000.00. 
In addition, the rates of texation have 
been reduced so that not only will 
there be fewer taxpayers but those 
who still pay, taxes will be paying 1e88, 
Both reductions are effective as of 
January 41, 1949. ? 

Exemptions for chucren tnaer 
are raised from $100.00 to $150.00, Ex 
emptions for other dependents are 
raised rom $300.00 to $400.00. 

Here are some illustrations o: tne 
income tax reductions brought about 
by the Liberal Government's budget: 

single person. earning $2,500 will 
whave his tax -cut from $320 to $235; 
single person earning $5,000 will have 
his’ taxes reduced from $835 to $700; 
if he, earns $10,000, the cut will be from 
$2,263 to $1,960. ° 
' Taxes payable by a marred person 
without dependents at the same three’ 
levels will come down from $170 to $75 
from $670 to $510, and from $1,990 to 
$1,660. 

In the case of married persons, with 
two dependents, the tax will drop, in 
the same income groups, from .130 to 
$30; from $630 to $453, and from #1, 930 
to $1,582. 

Mr, Abbott pointed out that Cana- 
dians who have been paying 1949 tax- 
es by the payroll deduction method 
and who have’ been eliminatea from 
the tax rolls as a consequence of the 
new budget will receive rerunds, in 
dollar ‘terms, taxpayers in all brackets 
will be benefitted but the effect is 
most marked in the lower income 
groups. Rit 

Of special interest to ‘teen-agers 
was the statement of the Finanve 
Minister that special taxes on soft 
drinks, candy ana chewing gum have 
been removed. This was interpreted a» 
meaning that there i¢ a fair cnance 
that these products may soon sell for 
five cents again. The fifteen per cent 
tax on all travel tickets has been drop 
ped as have the extra taxes on long 


‘distance telephone calls, teregrams and 


cables. 

Canadian women will be heartened 
at the news that the twenty-tive per 
cent ‘tax on Jewellery, cosmetics and 
tollet preparations is reduced to tén 
rer cent and the thirty-five per cent 
tax on luggage, handbags and similar 
articles is also down to ten per cent. 
Mr, Abbott saia that pens.an@ pencils, 
which have been taxed thirty-five per 
cent will henceforth be subject to a 
levy of only ten per cent, A further 
compensating factor is that, in the 
future, these taxes will be paid on tne 
manufacturers’ price instead of on the 
retail price as has been tne practice 
in the past. 

Two items which are not subject to 
tax reductions are liquor and tobacco 

In addition to the tax changes, Mr 
Abbott announced that, as of mid- 
night, Tuesday, Mareh 22, price ceil- 
ings are being taken off flour, bread, 
butter, sugar, molasses, fruits and veg- 
etables not limite@d by _ restrictions, 
Several of these items are, of course, 
already ‘selling below thelr -ceuinyg 
prices, Controls still remain, however 
on rents, steel and lumber. 

The subsidy is withdrawn on wheat 
going into domestic flour. This has 
been subsidized by the Government at 
4644c a bushel which works out tol 
slightly less than one cent on a, twenty 
four ounce loaf. It is anticipated tnat 
the efféct of the drop in subsidy will 
be offset by the fact that som¢ ingre- 
dients used in the making of ' bread, 
for example, lard and shortening, cost 
less. 

The budget brought forth good néws 
for the small’ businesses. Until now 
companies in Canada have paid a flat 
30 per cent tax on all corporate pro- 
fits. Under the new plan, the tax wu! 
be only 10 per cent on profits up to 
$10,000. Above $10,000 the tak will be 
33 per cent.

Mr, Abbott summarized the finan- 
cial recorg of this Liperal Government 
during the life of this present Parna- 
ment as follows:

BY THEIR WORKS 

Of all the political systenis of our 

day free enterprise is the only one of 
which we demand an impossible per- 
fection. Well-meaning men are ready 
still 
in its infancy; of socialism, that it is 
hardly been tried, Yet communism, as 
a fighting creed, is over a» hundred 
years old, ‘and Robert Owen enunciat- 
ed the precepts of socialism a century 
and a half ago. Free enterprise, as an 
active force, is no older. If we demand 
perfection of one, we must demand it 
of all, and all would fail. 

A test that seems both more simple 
and more adequate is to ask which pol- 
itical and social creed has done most 
to widen horizons? Which ‘has given 
the most people the mbst benefits? 

The best that can be said for cori- 
munism is that in its hundreq years 
of life, and its thirty y: of intensive 
propagation, it has gathered to it the 
discontented, the people who cannot, 
or will not, function under freedom; 
who prefer the swift pangs of Fevolu- 
tion to the steady progress of eyolu- 
tion: Nowhere are its adherents free. 
Nowhere do they control their . own 
destinies, 
bounded by the thinking and ‘ deter- 
mination of the Soviet Politburo, elect 
ed by its own immediate followers and 


responsible to themselves alone. yen |, 
if, under it, memfeund material bene- 


fit, it would bg at the cost of freedom. 
That is 4 total debit.. 

‘What has socialism done? In practice 
it has built on the foundation of free 
enterprise. It has not pioneered. It 


contends that by restricting freedom: 


to work and profit—by putting auth- 
ority into official handse—the benefits 
of human effort are broadened. As yet 
Britain's: experience is far from prov- 
ing that case. Socialism~has not paid 
for the benefits it offers, These must 
atill be met out of deficits. It has not 
made men more satisfied or more pro- 
ductive. It has only extended thé aus- 
terities. New Zealand, the .showpiece 
of socialism, has had a longer chance. 
By socializing profits it has not chan- 
ged the fact that from 1989 to the 
present taxation has increased 323 per 
cent. 

What of our system of enterprise? 
Granting its faults and _ limitations, 
where would the world be today but 
for the free enterprise countries? 
Where is there the most money, the 
most production, the most widespread 
tolerance, the most. generous spirit? 
Where else in the world are men s80 
frée? Where else has the worker the 
right to combine and bargain? Where 
else have his earnings increased _ 300 
per cent in half a century? Where: 
else are men, so protected and so free? 
Let us admit failings that must be 
remedied, But let us admit also that 
no other system hag so practically ap- 
proached a practical Christianity. 


If all the speakers who go out giv- 
ing advice on how to raise children 
were married and raising families, 
there would be no speakers to go out 
giving advice on how to raise chila- 
ren,

I've Been Thinking |«« 
About The Shortage of Teachers 
By H.-G. Teskey 


I've been thinking about the sad 
plight of educafion, My thoughts have 
more particularly centred upon educa- 
tion in our own proyince, though the 
same or. similar conditions prevail 
throughout the Dominion, and, even 
throughout the continent. In Alberta 
approximately 1500 more teachers are 
neéded to staff the public schools prop 
erly. The Department of Wducation 
‘plays down’ the seriousness of the sit- 
uation to avoid the anger of an arous- 
ed populace and places the figure 
somewhat lower. In doing so it ignores 
the lange number of married women 
who have gone back to the profession 
(7) ‘at the call of Guty’ and would pre- 
fer to be relieved of their school jobs 


in order that they might thie better’ 


look after their families. There are 
seventeen such teachers in the Wain- 
wright Division alone. 

It is not my purpose to discums here 
the reasons for this scarcity of teach. 
ers, 1am more concerned now with the 
steps being taken to relieve the situa- 
tion. 


To staff the schools that are without 
teachers the Department has _ inatii- 
tuted a system of supervisors ‘(some- 
times in derision, but. quite unjustly, 
called ‘sitters’). These are young men 
and women with some high school ed- 
ucation, but no training, who are plac- 
ed in schools to assist students with 
lessons supplied by the Department’s 
Correspondence Branch, There are 
seventeen such supervisors in the 
Wainwright Division. Close to one 
half of the rural schools are in the 
hands of supervisors. 


In addition, extensive consolidation 
of schools has been carried out to econ- 
omize in teachers. Rural schools nave 
been closed and the students transport 
ed by vans to towns and villages. In 
fome cases two or more rural schools 
are consolidated into one. 


Altogether, this Division would re. 
quire thirty four teachers to staff the 
present schools and replace the above 
mentioned married ladies. Many more 
would be needed if all the. original 
classrooms had been retained. 

The number of student tedchers en- 
tering the Faculty of Education for 
training has been so few that they 
bave little fhore than counterbalanced 
those leaving the profession, At the 
present rate of training teachers it 
rwill take ten to twenty years to once 
again fully staff our schools with 
qualified instructors. And this in spite 
of the fact that both the Department 
of Education ang School Divisions 
have been offering liberal scholarships. 
In 1947 and again in 1948 the Depart- 
ment offered two hundred $200.00 
scholarships ($40,000.00 each year) to 
students entering the Faculty of Edu- 
cation. The Wainwright Division in 
1947 offered ten $300 00 scholarships; 
in 1948, ten $200.00 ones, and plans to 
do the same in 1949. 

In spite of this tremendous help of- 
fered, the high school graduates are 
shying away from teaching as a career. 
There must be a reason’. But instead of 
attacking the problem from the ‘rea- 
son’ angle, the Department and schoo) 
officials not only continue to use brib- 
ery upon our young people, but are 
proceeding to raise the bribe. Tht 
year, according to a recent announce- 
ment by the Minister, the Department 
is offering five hundred (yes 500) 
$300.00 scholarships on condition that 
the school divisions bear one half the 
egst. (Total cost, $150,000.00). 

Eventually the bribe will become so 
attractive to many young people that 
they will be unable to resist and our 
schools will be staffed. But by whom? 
Undoubtedly in most cases by those 
‘who put present gain ahead of ultimate 
welfare. The ones who will be attract- 
ed to the’ profession (not to teaching, 
but to its immediate reward) will be 
largely those. who see it as a stepping 
stone to something preferred. (The 
scholarships, are but for one year, 
though two or three years of service 
are obligatory). We are right back 
where we were many years ago. One 
person with a certificate is apparently 
as good as another. A rapid turnover 
of teachers is costly both in money and 
in the education of our children. It is 
a shortsighteq policf. A. hand-to- 
mouth policy that has never paid off 
and is entirely unwarranted in pros- 
perous, times. s

It has been sug- 
gestea that Ree wheat grass may 
prove better than brome or crested 
wheat grass for the semi-arid sections 
of the province. If this proves: correct 
brome will be confined to the central 
and. northerti areas, crested wheat to 
the very dry areas, and Ree wheat 
grass will take over in between, Fur- 
ther testing will be required before 
this grass can be releasea and recom- 
mendations made with respect to it. 
In the meantime it is a grass worth 
watching when you visit an . Experi~- 
mental Station, the University, or a 
School of Agriculture. 

There are also numérous enquiries 
about Tall wheat grass. This grass 
has been studied extensively at the 
Dominion Experimental Station, Swift 
Current, and that Station has given 
some publicity to it. It is not lIfkely to 
replace any of our common grasses 
under. ordinary conditions, says Mr. 
Birdsall, but it‘is more resistant to 
alkali than other grasses. There is no 
seed of Tall wheat grass available tor : 
distribution at present but there miay 
he limited quantities in 1960,

PASTURE AND HAY 
FOR BROOD SOWS 


Prospective herd gilts and brood 
sows need everything that is require 
in rations for growing pigs, plus sorme- 
thing extra. What that extra is no- 
body knows exactly, but Dr. L. W.

Science,.University of Alberta, advis- 
es that whatever that extra something 
is, it is supplied by two feeds that can 
be grown on the, farm—pasture § an¢ 
alfalfa hay. Fresh green pasture is the 
best source, but alfalfa hay is 
and if fed at a level of 15 per cent or 
the winter ration it will serve the per 
pose admirably. — 

Pasture and good green hay, pre- 
ferably are essential feeds ror 
growing herd gilts and for pregnan’ 
sows. A systém of brood sow mange. 
ment that provides for plenty of al

For the flower garden, lawns and 
shrubbery about the house, the ex- 
perts usually advise an informal lay- 
out, By that, however, they don’t mean 
just planting anywhere or, as one wit 
suggested, mixing a dozen packets of 
seeds together and sowing broadcast. 

It may sound a bit Irish but wnhaat 
these experienced gardeners have in 
mind is a carefully planned layout to 
produce the informal effect, and it is 
not difficult to accomplish, A few 
simple rules will help. 

First, and of great importance, is 
the lawn. No matter how small the 
amount of ground to be landscaped it 
Ys advisable to have a piece of lawn m 
the centre and foreground. Around this 
the flowers and shrubbery are grouped 
with the house in the . background.

UNIVERSITY OF ALBERTA 
6. Department of Botany 


Botany is often regarded merely as 
a study of flowers ang the naming of 
flowering plants. This is indeed an 
important part of the science, for 
botanists have carefully described, | 
named and classified some 200,000 
species of these plants. But,. botany 
deals also with the flowerldss plants, 
such as ferns, mosses, sea-weeds, toad- 
stools, molds, and many inconspicuous 
organisms. Description of these small- 
er plants requires the use of a power- 
ful microscope. Not only does the 
botanist describe, and classify 
the various kirids of plants; he exam- 
ines their minute internal. structure 
and discovers how the different” parts 
develop and function in the whole life 
of the plant. This is quite a difficult 
stufy, involving not only the detailed 
structure of the organism but also 
complex chemical processes as well as 
relations of the plant to its surround- 
ings. Fundamentally the botanist is 
concerned here with the nature of life 
itself. The study of a plant in relation 
to its growing condition, the soil, the 
climate, etc., leads the botanist to con 
sider plant populations. Such a popu-

lation or group of plants is illustrated 
by a poplar grove, or a field of grain, 
or a patch of weeds. So, the botanist 
is concerhed with jarger aspects of the 
vegetation, for example, with virgin 
prairie and overgrazed prairie, with 
spruce forest and the natural cnanges 
in a spruce area following a burn. 
Thus the matter of time comes in for 
consideration, how different kinds of 
plants and vegetation have developed 
on the-earth through the centuries 
and what the trends are now. Several 
other aspects of plant life interest the 
botanist; such as heredity, plant dis- 
eases, the distribution of species over 
the earth, and how plants affect man's 
physical, econqmic and cultural wei- 
fare. 

This brief outline will serve to indi- 
cate the kind of instruction received 
by students who study botany at the 
University of Alberta. The staff'mem- 
bers of the Department of Botany de- 
vote a large portion of their time to 
this instruction and to the necessary 
preparation, They are also interested 
in adding to botanical knowleage 
through research, Accordingly, botan- 
ists ‘of this department have~* carried 
out numerous investigations, chiefly 
on native plants of the region. They 
have studied the main local types of 
vegetation, poplar, spruce, pine, mus- 
keg, and prairie grassland. ‘They have 
also carried out ‘researches on special 
features of poplar, pine mistletoe, com 
mon fireweed, sageworts, and other 
plants. Many of these investigations 
are of some practical importance. For 
instance, a comparison of virgin prair- 
le with utilized native grassland has 
provided certain clues to the proper 
use of. these lands.‘A major investiga- 
tion Mm the department during recent 
years concerns the root hairs of mus- 
tard, tomato, and other plants. Root 
hairs are the delicate structures on the 
surfaces of rootlets that put the plant 
in close contact with its supply of soil 
water and nutrients. Critical study 
has shown tigt these structures are 
very sensitive to surrounding conai- 
tions and that a better understanding 
of their behavior will be of practica) 
importance to plant growers. Other 
researches now in progress include an 
attempt to discover conditions favor- 
able for the rooting of woody cuttings. 
The effects of growth-promoting sup- 
stances on cuttings and on growth 
processes of forest trees are also be- 
ing studied. The aim of these investi- 
gations is a better understanding of 
basic growth processes and such prac- 
tical results as may be useful in horti- 
culture and forestry. 

Professional botanists in Alberta 
are faced with the task of producing a 
book containing descriptions of all the 
flowering and other more conspicuous 
plants ‘of the Province. At present no 
suitable manual of this kind is avail- 
able. The writing of such a book is a 
long and arduous task, Invorving ex- 
tensive exploration and coHection of 
specimens, critical study, careful des- 
criptions of species, and the prepara- 
tion ‘of keys for * identification. The 
prospect is that this pablication will 
be ready within the next three or four 
years. , : 5

Red Cross Ready To 
Cope With Disaster 


“Readiness to cope with disaster any 
‘where in Canada on short notice is a 
prime obligation of the Canadian’ Red 
Cross Society,” Harvey Doney,’ M.D., 
national director of Disaster Services, 
stated today as the Society's $5,000,000 
national appeal for funds opened its 
second week. 

“Ducting the western floods last year, 
Red Cross proved itself capable in co- 
operatiun with others, of handling a 
disaster that was national in scope. 
As a direct result of our activities at 
that time, the Society is now bending 
every effort to provide a standardized 
blueprint for disaster relief fromm coast 
to coast. It is already in operaton in 
some provirices and 1 well underway 
in others. ¥ 

“The ‘blueprint provides that: each 
Red Cross provincial divison forms an 
active Disaster Services Committee, 
respon‘ible for policy and acting as an 
advisory body to the Division president 
and executive; that each Division be 
geographically zoned with a Red Cross 
Branch selected as zone headquarters 
and, that in more isolated areas where 
no Red Cross Branches exist, indivi- 
duals be appointed to represent the 
Society 

“In the event of disaster, these re- 
presentatives would be contacted, they 
in turn would get in touch with the 
nearest Red Cross branch, which would 
notify zone headquarters, which would 
notify the Division, in that order. 
Where the disaster is national in scope 
Division would contact National Office 
for further assistance. 

“It has been suggested to each Div- 
ision that-a survey of emergency shel- 
ter possibilities be under taken and 
eareful thought be given to the estab- 
lishmeat of mobile hospitals and equip- 
ment. ut strategic points throughout 
the province, as has been done in Nova 
Scotia, for example. 

“Members of the Disaster Services 
Committee should be drawn from rep- 
reséntatives of the governments, the 
Active ‘Service forces, civilian relief 
and welfare organizations, ‘ doctors, 
nurses, food and clothing dealers, mak- 
ing a committee capable of cuvering 
every angle of ‘disaster service. 

“The key to ‘a successful T'saster 
Services program lies in a Well-plan- 
ned organization ready to function on 
a moment's notice, and in’ the whole- 
hearted support of volunteer workers 
at time of disaster. 

“The people of Canada can est a 
persona’ part in this’ yital work,” said 
Dr. Doney “by supporting their Red 
Cross during the fund. campaign to 
make it possible for us to give help 
wherever and, whenever it is needed.”

A ‘grasshopper plague is anticipated 
in the South East part of the Province 
and provision is made for this. Un- 
favourable crop conditions in the area 
of the Wanham project last year nec-

Premier Manning indicatea that half 
a million dollars was appropriated for 
farther irrigation construction work, 
while additional provision will be 
matie to take advantage of any joint 
Dominion-Provincial itrigation under- 
takings. 

More than nine million dollars has 
been appropriated for main highway 
construction; one million for bridge 
building; over five million for public 
buildings and institutions, 


The Alberta Premier told the House 
how provinéial revenue wee received; 
28.12% of our income revehue comes 
from Dominion subsidies ang grants as 
compared with 34.5 per cent from that 
source last year. LiquorWrofits will be 
15.34% as compared with 20 per cent; 
motor vehicle licenses and gas tax re- 
presents 20.67 per cent of our ésti- 
mated revenue compared with 24.5 per 
cent last. year. Revenue from natural 
resources, including oil, will be approx 
imately 24.11 per cent.or nearly 15 
million dollars. The Premier stresséd 
that this oil revenue comes from a 
depleting asset and should not be used 
for current expenses but should be used 
for capital expenditures which provide 
other assets in place of those being 
depleted. , 

Appropriations for Highways ‘and 
public buildings will be in excess of 
15 million dollars this year. The total 
appropriations for social services ‘in- 
cluding education and health, amount 
to approximately 26 million dollars. 

Hon. D. B. MacMillan, in replying on 
the work of his Department to the 
House, Indicated that the Province of 
Alberta did not receive a dollar in the 
way of Federal aid for roads. The 
State of Montana to the’ South of us 
last year received $16 million in Fed- 
eral aia for road work. The Dominion 
did, in.1945, agree to pay two thirds of 
the cost of the Grithshaw road which 
travels into Federal territory,’ At that 
time they estimated the cost to be $2 
million. When the road was completed 
it had cost $2,800,000 and the Federal 
Government have refused to pay any 
portion of the increased costs, leaving 
it to be borne entirely by this Province 

Hon, D. A. Ure introduced a Bill re- 


lating to the sale of margarine. It has |, 


been referred to the Agricultural Com- 
mittee where any interested groups or 
individuals will have the opportunity 
of making representation on this ques 
tion. 

Considerable progress: is being made 
by the Legislature and there is every 
indication that the Session will finish 
before the end of March. Next week it 
is my purpose to give some informa- 
tion on some of the legislation pre- 
sently being considered,
